The  long*draiin  political  confusions  in  China  have  roost  unfortunately 
dofoTDod  her  dovoloFuent  as  a  state*  and  her  azey  are  none  bther  than 
annsd  bandits*  It  is  a  thousand  pl'tl'ua  to  see  China  as  she  is  with 
so  ouch  difficulty  to  face*  despite  tho  sincors  desire  of  Japan*  her 
friendly  neighbor  of  a  close  racial- and  cultural  affinity*  for  Qxina'*s 
healthy  development*  Her  unbearable  orrogetMo  toward  Japan  and 
hor  violation  of  treaties  hove  at  last  reached  the  liait  ubers  Japan's 
hard  and  poinful  endurance  of  the  post  twenty  years  can  no  longer  be 
□aintained* 

Now  it  is  a  natter  for  uutuol  congratulation  that  peace  has  ccxio 
back  to  Manchuria  and  the  unfortunate  affair  at  Shanghai  has  boon 
pacified*  I  further  hope  that  the  dispute  will  bo  settled  as  soon 
as  possible  by  China's  showing  sincerity  cf  intention* 

Jopen  who  regards  the  ostablishuont  of  peace  in  the  Orient  as 
hor  nission  and  responsibility  is  firuly  dotoxnlned  to  reinstate 
poaoo  \diilo.  the  ootlre  Japanese  nation  ond  state  unite  in  paxyer 
for  the  gods'  help  thereon* 

The  Japaoose  notion  can  never  suffer  Manchuria^ that  holds  the 
uost  intinato  relations  with  Japan*  to  bo  disturbed  again*  consew 
4uontly  tho  nation  has  a  resolute  will  to  ualntolo  poaoo  those* 

I  hope  you  will  understand  these  oirounstanoos*  In  conolusion*  1 
hope*  you  visitors  to  Japan  on  a  peaceful  nission  will  thoroughly 
inspoot  and  invostigate  into  the  oirounstanoos  prevailing  in  tho 
far  East*  Japan's  position  therein  and  especially  tho  actual  condi¬ 
tions  at  wozk  in  China*  and  will  contribute  not  only  to  the  poaoo  of  the
